and $121,677,280 in treasury notes of 
1890, and, consequently, it appears 
that the entire volume of such notes 
has been once redeemed in gold, and 
more than $98,501,000 have been twice 
redeemed. 


"Our 
experience since the resump- 


tion of specie payments has so thor- 
oughly demonstrated the impolicy of 
attempting to maintain the circulation 
of these notes as a permanent part of 
our currency that further 
argument 


upon the question seems to be unneces- 
sary, except for the purpose of again 
pressing the subject upon the attention 
of congress and urging the 
prompt 


adoption of such measures as will, 
within a reasonable time, eliminate 
this element of weakness from our sys- 
tem. 


"No system of coinage that can be 


devised will furnish the government 
with either gold or silver, unless it 
pays for it with means already col- 
lected by taxation, or by contracting an 
indebtedness to be paid by the people 
in the future. 


"I am thoroughly convinced that the 


retirement and cancellation of United 
States notes of both classes, under such 
reasonable limitations aud restrictions 
as to time and methods as congress may 
see proper to prescribe, or as a prudent 
secretary of the treasury would adopt 
in the exercise of his official discretion, 
would not result, either permanently 
or temporarily, in au injurious con- 
traction of the currency. 


"The people, if left free to conduct 


their business affairs in their own'way, 
wiil always decide for themselves how 
much money they need, aud, unless 
prevented by artificial 
obstructions, 


the necessary amount will always be 
supplied either from their own re- 
sources at home, or through exchanges 
abroad. 
The volume of business trans- 


acted determines the amount of money 
and credit required, and whenever the 
volume of business demands an addi- 
tional supply of money or an extension 
of credit, the demand will certainly be 
complied with, provided the laws do 
not interfere to a prevent it. As rapid- 
ly as our notes are redeemed and can- 
celled, gold, or a currency as good as 


given to retire and cancel a maximum 
amount of notes each year when volun- 
tarily presented by the holders and re 
deemed in gold; and if the maximum 
amount fixed by congress should not be 
retired and cancelled in any year by re- 
demptions out of the gold reserve, the 
secretary, of the treasury should be 
clothed with authority to apply to that 
rmrpnsn nny snrplns funds in the treas- 
ury, and, iu addition, if necessary, to 
issue the character of bonds above de- 
scribed to a sufficient amount to com- 
ply with the provisions of the law. 
The adoption of such a policy would 
give immediate assurance of a purpose 
to return within a reasonable period to 
a safe and elastic currency system, and 
would remove much of the doubt and 
uncertainty which have for many years 
disturbed the public mind and em- 
barrassed the business of the people i 
and the operations of the government. [ 


"Whatever plan may 
be finally 


adopted for the retirement of United 
States notes and treasury notes, it will 
fail to afford complete protection to the 
government against demands for gold 
in the future, unless it includes a pro- 
vision relieving the treasury from the 
obligation to redeem national bank 
notes, except such as are worn, muti- 
lated, or defaced, and the notes of 
failed banks, or requires these institu- 
tions to keep their five per cent, re- 
demption fund in gold and to deposit 
gold coin for the withdrawal of bonds 
when circulation is to be surrendered 
or reduced. 


"At the close of the fiscal year 1895, 


the available cash balance in the treas- 
ury, after deducting all current liabili- 
ties, but including the gold reserve of 
$100,000,000, was $195,240,153, and 
at the close of the fiscal year 1896, tho 
available cash balance, excluding the 
current liabilities, but including the: 
gold reserve of $100,000,000, was $267, 
432,096, an increase of $72,191,942. 
The excess of expenditures over receipts 
during the year 
was $25,203,245, 


while the deficiency during the fiscal 
years 1894 and 1895 was $69,803,260 
and $42,805,223, respectively, making 
the total excess of expenditures over re- 
ceipts 
from the ordinary sources of 


revenues during the three years, $187, • 
811,729. 


"For the eleven months next preced- 


ing December 1, 1896, the. total value 
of our importations, dutiable and free, 
was $116,800,000 less than during the 
corresponding eleven" months in the 
calendar year 1895, the decrease in free 
goods being $65,300,000, and in duti- 
able goods $51,500,000. 
More than 


four-fifths of these large, decreases oc- 
curred in the first five months of the 
present fiscal year, the falling off dur- 
ing that period being $50.251,000 in 


free goods and $44,679,000 in dutiable 
goods. 
"It is believed that careful consider- 


ation of the existing situation, and a 
conservative reliance upon improved 
business conditions in the future, fully 
justify the conclusion that the esti- 
mated deficiencies for the current year 
aud for the year 1898 will n t be 
realized unless our public expenditures 
shall be very materially increased by 
acts of congress, and that, with proper 
economy in administration 
and such 


reductions iu appropriations as might 
be made without detriment to the pub- 
lic service, the receipts will be equal 
to the disbursements in 1898. 


"Much the greater part of tho esti- 


mated deficiency for the current fiscal 
year has already been incurred, and 
has been paid, leaving still in the 
treasury on the first day of December 
a balance of $225,857,098, 
which, 


after deducting the gold reserve, is 
about $100.000.000 more than is neces- 
sary as a permanent fund to insure the 
regular conovnot of the ordinary fiscal 
operations uf the government. This 
available balance is represented by out- 
standing bonds bearing interest, and, 
as its permanent retention in the treas- 
ury can be of no advantage to the gov- 
ernment or its citizens, no substantial 
reason exists why it should not be ex- 
pended, if required, before our trade 
and industries are subjected to new or 
increased burdens. 


"What is most needed at present is 


not more taxes, but more economy in 
appropriations and expenditures.

"The number of our people engaged 


in gainful occupations increased from 
17,392,099 in 1880 to 22,785,661 in 
1890, a gain of 6,348,562; and, while 
the increase in all such occupations 
during the ten years was 80 72 per 
cent., the increase in manufacturing 
and mechanical industries, which are 
supposed to be most subject to foreign 
competition was 49.13 per cent. A

But, ex 
cept in these ways, and unless tho ad- 
vice embodied in the resolutions shall 
load tne executive to revise conclusions 
already reached and officially declared, 
the resolution will be without effect 
and will leave unaltered tho attitude of 
this government toward the two con- 
tending parties in Cuba."

W. Newman, of this 
city, at that time secretary of state, 
and Congressman John L. Vance, of 
Gallipolis. These gentlemen were pall- 
bearers.

Newman 
once said that ••he would 


never forget that funeral. It was a 
hot, dusty September afternoon that 
they laid MacGaban to rest,and a stupid 
committee on arrangements made the 
pall-bearers walk from the depot to the 
cemetery—a distance of about a mile 
and a half. 
By the time the cemetery 


was reached, Mr. Newman and a few 
other "small" men wore about ready 
to give up the ghost and lay down to 
rest alongside the dead correspondent. 
They were completely done up by the 
long walk and did not get over it for 
several days.
